Professor Henry P. Armsby, dean of 
the School of Agriculture of f^nnsylva- 
nia State college, says that the agricnl' 
tural products of Pennsylvania exceed 
the total iron ore. coal and oil products 
of the state by #3.000,000. 
He also 
makes a strong plea for agricultural ed­ 
ucation. 
Whether we like it or not," 
he says, "we are face to lace with new 
problems and new conditions. In tliis 
process of evolution, by which agricul*

Another way ia to hold the spring 
over a bright fire until it is sufficiently 
hot. It ahonld be kept some distance 
from the fiN^ ao ai not. to heat too 
quickly. When It is of a light rod and 
all of a color, pAnnge it into cool water. 
Oo not use ice water, as is so often rag- 
gested. Be careful in putting in tha 
spring that the radden cooling of one 
side does not draw it out of shape. If 
it is put in slowly, it is warped by the 
sudden cooling of one portion. 
When 
fully tempered, polish the spring with 
emery cloth until it is thoroughly clean 
and bright. Saturate a piece of paper 
with oil, light it and allow the smoke 
to collect on the spring until it is en­ 
tirely coated with the black. Then heat 
it over the forge fire ve^ slowly. Do 
not let one part burn off clean while 
the other ia atill black, but let it dis­ 
appear all over the spring at the same 
time if pofsible. The perfection of tem­ 
per comes from slow and careful han­ 
dling and the utmost deliberation in 
hearing and hammering. ^N ew York 
Ledger.

DR. WINSLOW DEAD. 


He Succum bs to the Oreacieci Dis­ 
ease. Appendicitis. 


Dr. Frank A. Winslow, whose life 
had hung by a thread for a fortnight, 
died Saturday night at tlie home of his 
uncle, Dr. IX. D. Parker in St. Joseph, 
of appendicitis. 
He was 44 year» uld. 


The doctor had been ill for i»ix week-, 
but the nature of hi» trouble was not 
discovered by the attending physicians 
until two weeks l>efore his death when 
an operation was performed. The dis­ 
ease, however, had advanced to an 
acute stage and the weakened con­ 
dition of the doctor’s constitution made 
the j)ossibility of his enduring the pain 
of an oyieration very »haeowy, but the 
onlv hoi)e of restoring him to health 
lay in tne use of the physicians khife, 
and the oi>eration was made with the 
result that the doctor continued to 
rapidly sink until death came .Satur­ 
day night. 


Every means known to medical sci* 
enoe was adopted in an eiTort to conquer 
dreaded the disease 
A 
few days 
ago artificial means to till the doctor’s 
system with blood was used, but the 
experiment w'as unsuccessful. He was 
a man of rugged physical condition, 
which ifact explains the tenacity with 
which he clung to life under circum­ 
stances which would have dragged an 
ordinary constituted being to death 
many days ago. 


The doctor was married one year ago 
last Thursday, and shortly thereafter 
he moved from Chicago to St. Joseph 
and opened an office in the Parker 
block. 
He 
w'as exceptionally well 
equipped educationally to practice his 
profession 
and was building up a 
successful business. He had an exten­ 
sive acquaintance in St, Joseph, having 
been born in that city, which aided him 
in establishing himself. 


His life had been spent in Saugatuck 
St. Joseph and Chicago. 
When he 
died he was past commander of the 
Masonic oi’der at. Saugatuck and his 
funeral will be held here this ar^ernoon 
at 4’o’clock from the house \mder the 
direction oi the Hi. Joseph masons.

Mr. DeLong comeé to us to engage in 
the practice of his profession, that of 
law. He has been one of the leading 
lawyers of Muskegon, for twentv*threé 
years,but was constrained to leave Mus- 
kegoii where the law business had 
nearly failed on account of the failure 
of the lumber business, and come to this 
f 
dace, which he says is the liveliest city 
n Michigan. 


A local history of Muskegon county 
published In the fall of 18# says blo- 
graphically of Mr. DcLong. 


At the bar of the átate of Michigan 
many men have won brilliant triumphs 
but none have obtained a greater fame 
than that which a just recognition of 
his talents brings to Mr. DeLong, who 
is conceded to be the most able jury 
lawyer In central and Western Michi­ 
gan. To him belongs the distinction 
of having won a larger number of cases 
than any other attorney in this part of 
the state. In addition to his profes­ 
sional labors he hm held with honor 
various local positions of trust. 
A na­ 
tive of Muskegon our subject was born 
at Essex, C'linton county, November «, 
1848. 
His parents, Nelson and Lydia 
A. (Ayers) DeLong, were widely known 
ami highlv esteemed in the Wolverine 
State. The father, an industrious man 
and upright citizen, was a farmer by 
occuimtion and a 
practical general 
agi*iculturist. 
Emigrating from the 
Empire .State he locau^d in Clinton 
county where he made his home until 
his death. 
In 1S71. at the age of 
twentvtwo years he came to Michigan 
a youmr man full of ambition and 
earnest purpwe to win his way in life 
and was successfui in his vocation. A 
pioneer of Clinton county he shared the 
privations of the early days, clearing, 
cultivating and improving the land 
participated in the promotion of the 
uirming interests of his adopted state. 
His beloved wife entered Into rest 
many years before her husband, pass­ 
ing away in 1874. 


The subject of our sketch was the 
fourth of the seven children of wh*mi 
live others yet survive. Reared u|)on 
the old homestead he attended the 
public schools of Essex and assisted his 
father in the care of the farm until he 
had reached nineteen years of age 
when he enjoyed the benefits of n- 
struction in the Normal 
schrKïl at 
Maole Rapids. Having completed his 
studies in the latter institution, he 
taught school for fo'.ir tertns. and on 
ucloljer 1. 18(»W. ne entered the law de- 
t part ment of the State unlv«*r-ity ai 
! Ann Arljor, from wh!'*h he \Vas «rriidu- 
atcd March 
l^^Tl. I I t h e n jO'*iited 
in his native villatre of Maple Kapid- 
and iiciran ih** praciice of hi? i*ri>ie-- 
sion.
